Beginning next Monday, the second war 
loan drive by the United States Treasury De- 
partment, will get under way. It is the ob- 
ject of the drive to sell an additional $13,000,- 
000,000 in war bonds—over and above the regu- 
lar rate of purchase—to the people of America, 

To push this drive to success, the newspa- 
pers of the nation have been assigned the 
chief role. It is another newspaper campaign 
similar to the one staged by the papers last 
year to collect scrap metal. At that time 
6,000,000 tons of scrap metal were collected. 

It is a far bigger and more important task 
to sell an additional thirteen millions in war 
bonds. The magnitude of the undertaking may 
be judged when it is realized that, since these 
bonds were first put on sale in May, 1941— 
they were then “defense” bonds—the total sold 
is ‘but fourteen billion. 

It is estimated that each individual in the 
United States—men, women and children— 
will have to purchase an average of one $100 
bond. That will make up the total. 

However, not the whole $13,000,000,000 will 
be the responsibility of the man on the street, 
the woman in the home or the child in school. 
For the banks are expected to invest in $5,000,- 
000,000 of the bonds. Other non-banking in- 
stitutions will invest in a similar amount. Leav- 
ing some $3,000,000,000 to be bought by the 
average, individual, citizen. 

Purpose of the drive is twofold, to aid in 
financing the war and to help avert the tragedy 
of inflation which now menaces the country. 

One of the best and surest ways to fight 
inflation is to drain out of circulation as much 
surplus fund. as possible. Thus this money 
cannot be spent for goods, cannot compete 
with itself for the scarce articles of today’s 
trade, thus forcing upward the prices paid. 

‘The Treasury estimates there will be about 
$40,000,000,000 in surplus money, dollars earned 
beyond the cost of living and held in savings 
of various types, by the end of 1943. These 
billions are known as “loose” money because 
they constitute the surplus which carries the 
chief threat of inflation. By inducing the »ub- 
lic to put as much of this money as possible 
into investment for the future, by that much 
is the “loose” money threat lessened. 

The newspapers will carry fullest reports, 
from day to day, on this special drive to sell 
$13,000,000,000 in bonds. Everyone can do his 
part by following the campaign and by put- 
ting every spare dollar, over and above es- 
sential purchases, into the bonds. And, for 
every three dollars thus put away, now, there 
will be four dollars returning ten years hence, 
when the inflation threat will, it is hoped, be 
past and when peacetime industry will again 
be making for us all the comforts and lux- 
uries which we shall want to buy.

Today is Army Day. This year the annual 
event will be marked only by a luncheon, at 
which Major General William Bryden, com- 
mander of the Army’s Fourth Service Com- 
mand, will be the principal speaker. 

It is customary to stage parades and public 
spectacles of military nature on Army Day. It 
is the purpose of the special day, originated by 
the Military Order of the World War, to keep 
alive public recognition of the importance of 
the United States Army, to make the average 
citizen more conversant with its organization, 
its ideals and its practices. 

There is no need for such reminder in this 
war year of 1943.

The toughest general in the United States 
Army broke down and wept, and wiped his 
eyes with a khaki sleeve, when he talked with 
newsmen of the death in action of a young cap- 
tain who was his aide.

It is good to learn that 
American soldiers have not had the sentiment 
and human feeling drained- out of them, or 
regimented out of them.

The 
Fuehrer would regard such an expression of 
humanity as an indication of “weakness.” It 
would not be in keeping with the teachings 
of the “New Order,” the harsh, brutal, de- 
humanized philosophy of a paper- 
hanger who rose to power on the hyste.ical 
inclinations of an entire nation.

Suggestion From Peru 
An interesting idea has been advanced by 


Dr. Rafael Belaunde, Peruvian diplomat and 


scholar, in his suggestion for the establishment ¢ 


of an independent Institute of Economics and 
Political Science. It is Dr. Belaunde’s thought 
this organization should train at least a hun- 
dred young leaders a year who, following the 
training, would return to their homelands well- 
equipped to participate in postwar develop- 
ments. 

Making the point that “international se- 
curity in the future is not going to depend 
upon police measures in the peace treaty hor 
upon annihilation of aggressors,” Dr. Belaunde 
stresses that international security will be ef- 
fective only if a solution is found for the prob- 
lems of social-economic character which create 
public discontent and~ which leaders exploit.

DANGER OF INFLATION 
(From The Valdosta Times) 

The Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States, after an exhaustive study, feels that pres- 
ent conditions are definitely conducive to extreme 
inflation. A. bulletin giving the results of the 
study lists four essential methods for avoiding 
disastrous inflation. Chamber officials fear that 
unless drastic steps are taken we face a return 
of the inflated price level that existed at the end 
of World War l. 

Maintenance of a less inflated price level, in 
the opinion of the Chamber, will require full 
public support of the following: 

l. Financing of a large part of war costs by 
taxation and the purchase of war bonds by in- 
dividuals and savings institutions rather than by 
commercial banks. 

2. Expansion of consumer goods production to 
such extent as will not interfere with the war 
effort. 

3. Price ceilings, including limitations on 
wages and prices of farm products. 

4. Rationing of essential commodities. 

Warning is given that even if inflation is held 
in check during the war it may receive new 
impetus from pent-up consumer demand imme- 
diately afterward. 


WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
WELL-FOUNDED VETO WASHINGTON, April 5.—In veto- 


ing the Bankhead bill, which would 
boost farm prices an estimated 5 per cent by excluding government 
benefit payments in computing parity, President Roosevelt has pre- 
sented convincing reasoning that should appeal-to the farmers 
themselves. 

“in se eoncerned not so much with the cost of the increase as 
he is with the relation it has to the constant 
fight we are making against inflation. 

You eannot increase the cost of living with- 
out giving rise to new demands of industrial 
workers for increased wages. These two forces 
working against each other have all of the 
ingredients of an inflationary spiral. 

In lieu of further wage increases, organized 
labor has asked Mr. Roosevelt to lower prices. 
Leaders of the two powerful unions,. the AFL 
and the CIO, have requested him to roll back 
food prices to the levels of Sepetember 15, 
1942, and keep them there with rigid ceilings. 

To allow further farm price increases in the 
face of these demands would only invite an 
upset in the entire wage structure. That would 

influence our economic situation all along the line, and the inevi- 
table consequences of it all would be inflation. 


FARMERS SUFFER The farmers should have learned by 


now that in the deflation which always 
follows any inflation, they are the worst sufferers. That was the 
sad experience American agriculture suffered after the last war 
when the deflation, coming on the heels of the inflated prices, re- 
sulted in wholesale farm mortgage foreclosures and general disaster 
to the farming industry. 

Mr. Roosevelt is thinking in terms of a stabilized farm situation 
no less than saving the country the added burden of food price 
Increases, 

His veto of the Bankhead bill, which would add more than 
$1,000,000,000 to the consumers’ food budget and several hundred 
millions to the cost of feeding the armed forces, means that he 
may also be counted on to reject the Pace bill if that, too, is pre- 


sented to him. 

INEVITABLE REACTION These two measures, both chang- 
. ing the farm parity formula, are 
designed to boost farm prices by an estimated 17 per cent. You 
cannot boost the cost of living that much without:it having serious 
repercussions on the whole wage structure. 

‘It will be impossible for the War Labor Board to adhere to the 
“Little Steel Formula,” which permits wage increases up to 15 per 
cent above the January, 1941, level, to compensate for increased 
living costs, if farm prices are permitted to rise. And if the formula 
is broken now, the President said, “it will start an inevitable in- 
flationary spiral.” 


FARM SHORTAGES The farmers are having their difficul- 

. ties over man-power shortage and lack 
of machinery, but, as Mr. Roosevelt pointed out, increased prices 
would not solve these problems. It is just impossible to get enough 
steel to supply the need for new farm machinery. And there isn't 
enough man power to meet all of our normal needs, due to the 
demands of the war. 

Aside from man power and machinery problems, if the position 
of the farmers were less favorable today, no one, least of all the 
administration, would begrudge them the minor increase called for 
in the Bankhead bill. 

But the farmers, on the whole, are doing very well, despite 
a of the direful complaints made in congress by farm bloc 
eaders, 


DOUBLED INCOME The cash income of farmers in 1942 is 

; figured at approximately 1515 billion 
dollars, against 11 billion eight hundred million in 1941. nine billion 
one hundred million in 1940, and eight billion seven hundred mil- 
lion in 1939. In other words, it has almost doubled since 1939, the 
oa of the war’s outbreak. This year it will be more than 17 
illion. 
_ Since the outbreak of the war, the average of farm prices has 
risen about 92 per cent, and farm income by about 79 per cent. 
While the average of prices paid by farmers has increased only 
about 25 per cent. These are official figures. 

In November, 1942, the ratio of prices received to prices paid 
by farmers was 109 of parity. In 1932, by contrast, the farm parity 
dollar was only 53 cents. It went to 91 cents in 1941 and now 
it is 109 cents. This is the greatest farm income since the boom 
of the last war. 

But the farmers have benefitted in other ways, also. The OPA 
for example, estimates that price control has saved farmers a billion 
dollars in living costs and two billion three hundred million in 
operating and maintenance expenses. 


COST OF SUPPLIES i example, in the last war farm ma- 
; chinery rose 74 per cent. This time 
increase has been held down to 614 per cent, for a 29 tgp 
230 million dollars to the farmers. Fertilizers rose 86 per cent in 
the last war. In this one they have increased only 13 per cent, a 
saving of 195 millions to the farmers. 

In the postwar period following the last war, farm products 
came down with a crash. There was a drop of more than 50 
per cent between May, 1920, and May, 1921.

“THEY ALL SANG” Southern music editors are meeting here 
this week, with a song festival set for 


each evening at the auditorium. As I understand it, there will be 

bana music, massed choirs, and then a program of songs for all 

people. | 

That is, there will be songs for service men, songs for home 
and the community, and so on. There will be 
folk songs, hymns, marches, trumpets, harps, 
orchestras. 

That is for the auditorium. 

What fascinates me most is that each eve- 
ning at 11 o'clock there is to be a lobby sing 
ate the Biltmore hotel. I assume that “Sweet 
Adeline” will be barred because of possible in- 
terpretations by persons with a low sense of 
humor, but there will be singing in the lobby. 

The public is invited to come to the audi- 
torium and sing and, I assume, guests at the 
hotel will be welcome in the lobby singing. 
I think I must go out one evening and sing in 
the lobby. It is not one of my inhibited de- 
sires, but the idea fascinates me. It is not every 
year one may sing in a hotel lobby without 
trouble from the gendarmes. 

In fact, I recall a night in a Cleveland. Ohio, 
hotel a dozen years ago when a number of 

boxing reporters and employes of Madison Square Garden held a 
sing on the tenth floor of the hotel where Madison Square Garden 
had its headquarters for the Stribling-Schmeling fight. 

It was about midnight when the song began and it soon over- 
flowed into the hallway. There were a few of those present who, 
inspired by some of the ale from across the lake which the Garden 
headquarters kept in the bathtub, fancied themselves great tenors. 
The singing had a penetrating quality which was closely akin to 
a siren on a fire engine. 

Pretty soon the house detective was on the scene, but he was 
persuaded to join in the singing. A policeman came up but he was 
a good fellow and so he sang with us, too. After a while the guests 
quit telephoning complaints to the desk and began to come out of 
their rooms. The law had failed them and they sang, too. 

Indeed, one of the guests not only could sing, but he knew the 
words to a lot of songs we didn't know so well, and he kept things 
going until quite late. 

Well, that was a long time ago. I now find myself in the mood 
to be no more than a lobby singer. If there is any singing on the 
upper floors of the Biltmore, I will not be in any way responsible. 

The music and singing people seem 


NOT A SINGING WAR : 
to be disturbed because this is not a 


singing war. That is to say, the soldiers and the people are not 
singing. 

In the last war there were all sorts of songs which caught on 
with the public and the troops. Almost any old worn-out, frus- 


trated. veteran of the first World War remembers the stuttering 


song about “K-K-Katy, Beautiful Katy.” “We don’t want the bacon, 


all we want is a piece of the Rhine,” was an atrocious bit of word- 
ing, but it caught on and was bellowed lustily by one and all. There 
also were the songs about smiles and the one being really worth 
while, “The one that I get from you.” We packed up our troubles 
in our old kit bag and “smiled, smiled, smiled” in ranks and in 
movie houses. There was the “Long, Long Trail. a-Winding” and 
“It's a Long Way to Tipperary.” “The Darktown Strutters’ Ball” 
was another. 7 

There were a lot of songs. This war hasn’t produced the songs 
to get us singing. Irving Berlin’s “White Christmas” was a smash 
hit, but it did not lend itself to mass singing. “I Threw a Kiss in 
the Ocean” is another one of the same type. “Johnny Doughboy 
Found a Rose in Ireland” had promise, but it faded. We haven't 
got the war songs that people sing. 

“IT don’t know that this disturbs me too much. I am all in favor 
of singing, but some of the songs they used to push off in the “Y” 
huts were pretty awful. It is better not to sing, if there are not 
songs to sing. 

As 1 understand it, the program at the music festival for today 
and the next two days is merely to teach one the job of singing. 
REASSURING A look at the program is reassuring. There are 

some well-known English and American folk 
songs. I looked,into it and picked out “Drink to Me Only With 
Thine Eyes” and ‘‘Deep in My Heart,” which are worth hearing or 
singing any time. I also saw, in a hurried look, one of Mendels- 
sohn’s songs, and others by composers whose names are familiar 
even though | cannot remember all their songs. 

It is a good thing to hear music and to sing, and the fact that 
hundreds of persons are coming to Atlanta from all over the south 
to present programs of music, is an important fact. Our city ought 
to take the festival to its heart and.fill the auditorium each evenjng 
and make the lobby sings a success. 

The mornings, I understand, are given over to workshop prob- 
lems, but the afternoons and evenings are given over to music. At- 
lanta, I' think, will respond as it should. Atlanta likes music and 
Singing. It has sold out all its good programs of singers, orchestras 
and it sold out for two ballet companies. 

If you are looking for something to do this week let me recom- 
mend an evening at the auditorium. There will be some splendid 
music and, I imagine, a lot of fun.

So our dressing up is a courtesy and a gesture of respect. It 
declares our belief that other people are important. We try to please 
them by dressing in the manner they consider proper. We put on 
our best as evidence that we believe their opinion of us important. 
We adorn ourselves, as we bring out our best china and silverware, 
to show a guest that we believe him worthy of our best. 

Humorists have sport with the idea that people dress up when 
they go to church in order to show off their finery before fellow 
worshipers. Perhaps there is some element of vanity, but there 
is alX§ an instinctive desire to show respect. Men wash their bodies 
and put on their best clothes to appear in the temple of their Gdd 
because uncleanliness and old clothes would seem irreverent. 

When people no longer care about their appearance, they have 
lost interest in their world and sare showing their contempt for it. 

As every old police reporter knows, suicides are seldom washed °* 
or cleanly dressed. Their underwear is soiled and their nails are 
neglected.

processed food: rationing. At present, the Ration Counter has only 
the original table of point values, and since most of these were 
changed last week, these old tables aré of no value now. When 
and if the Ration Counter obtains a number of copies of the 
new processed food point values, they will be furnished the public. 


Yesterday was the validation date of the “R” red stamp in 
ration book two, and several persons who telephoned the Ration 
Counter were distressed because tney hadn't used all their “A” 
red stamps during the previous week. However, “A” stamps still 
may be used until the end of the month, even though “B” stamps 
are now valid. Each of the first four red stamps becomes valid 
a week after the one preceding, but all expire on the same date, 
April 30. 


Point Bargain Sales 


I gal After April 11 

After April 11, when the retail meat dealers’ point holiday is 
over, housewives are likely to see signs in their meat market an- 
nouncing point bargain sales, in which the point values of certain 
items have been lowered temporarily to expedite 
sales of such meats that are in danger of spoiling if 
held any longer. This will be quite legal, until May 
31, and the reason for it was explained yesterday 
by OPA meat rationing officials, 

Up until April 11, retail meat dealers do not have 
to turn in points for meat purchases from their whole- 
salers, therefore OPA fears that some butchers will 
find that they have overstocked and have a surplus. To keep from 
losing. this meat, they may temporarily lower point values on it, 
hold a “bargain” sale if: | 

(1) They post a sign announ¢cing the lowered point value, and 
the reason that the point value is being lowered. 

(2) They notify their ration board (a post card is all that is 
necessary) within 24 hours after they start such a sale. 

(3) They keep a record of all sales at the lower point values. 

(4) They lower the casn-money price of the reduced-point- 
value item at least 25 per cent. 

(5) They do not sell at reduced point values more than two 
per cent of their total meat business. 

When a dealer meets all these conditions, he may go to his 
ration board, and if the board deems his point reduction justified, 
they will give him the necessary points to make up the difference 
in buying from his wholesaler. 


Institutions Should Be Certain 


Applications Are Correct 
People running large boarding houses, restaurants, hospitals, 
and other such institutions where food is served filled out a multi- 


-paged application for their processed food purchase certificates 


about a month ago, and several of them, remembering the cem- 
plicated figuring involved before, have called the Ration Counter 
since meat rationing began to find out “must I go through it all 
again?” 

In most cases the answer is no.. If the original forms were 
filled out completely and correctly, the ration boards mailed pur- 
chasing certificates for red-stamp rationing to institutions last week. 
some persons haven't received theirs yet, as it takes some time 
to get all the certificates issued. However, if you haven't received 
a certificate for your institution after another wéek, a call to your 
ration board would be a good idea, to be sure your forms were 
made out correctly. 

The purchasing certificates for meat rationing have definite 
expiration dates, the first certificate expiririg on April 30.

SEATTLE, Wash., Sunday.—Friday was a busy day. We started 
off in the morning to visit a factory which was created to meet 
a war need. It will probably disappear when the war is over, un- 
less we develop the same kind of affection for 
the “Pacific Hut” that some of the soldiers I 
saw in Great Britain had for their Nissen huts. 

plant, known as the “Pacific Hut,” em- 
ploys abut 500 men and ships as many wooden 
huts to Alaska as transportation will allow. It 
is an interesting factory because everything has 
had to be improvised. The machinery is simple 
and very rough, but easy to use, so that they 
can give jobs to men on their way through to 
Alaska, who have a few days to spare in Seat- 
tle, or to men who are waiting inducteon into 
the services and need to work, but cannot be 
taken when long preparation is needed for 
the job. 

The turnover in labor is great, but their processes have been 
so simplified it takes only a short time for a man to learn his 
particular job. If he has a skill, he can often learn to adapt it. 
For instance an apple boxer, whose work, of course, would be sea- 
sonal, was driving nails in grand style in one particular operation. 
Fishermen, lumbermen, migratory farm labor, all of them find jobs 
available here. 

From such transient workers one would not expect the kind of 
spirit which evidently prevails. Everybody seemed to be working, 
and working hard. There was a sense of speed which I often miss 
in other factories, so I asked what the labor policy was. I was 
told that a few supervisors had been carefully chosen for their 
leadership qualities and that the men worked as teams. While a 
man is working, he has a feeling of being necessary to his group, 
and they have less absenteeism than some other factories. 

The hut itself, ds used by our soldiers in Alaska, is made almost 
entirely of wood products. Packed in sections, it can be set up by | 
five inexperienced soldiers in an eight-hour day. Insulated for a 
temperature of 35 below zero, it is strong wind-resistant and easy 
to camouflage. The assembly line style of production produces a 
finished hut every 15 minutes. 

In the afternoon we visited the Seattle Naval Hospital, which 
has grown in the most astonishing way. It is just over a year since 
it was started and can take as many 900 or more patients now, and 
is still expanding. I was interested to find four boys who had 
been with our son James in the Pacific, some of them wounded in 
the Makin Island raid.

But standing still 
to work is even harder on your 
feet. To relieve congestion in 
feet and ankles, make a habit of 
shifting your position frequently. 

At home, kick off your shoes 
now and then and walk over the 
rugs barefoot. A good carpet has 
enough = spring to it to absorb 
shock and you get good exercise 
for the foot muscles. '

I’m all ready for the 
planting season on the north-east 
corner of the shrubs. 
| scwe I've got my 

farm all plowed 
up and it’s a nice 
job of dynamit 
ing.
